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THE COST OF EDUCATION 


At the average rate paid in the United 


States as a whole in 1918. we would pay 
the public school education of each child j 
for the time it enters school until it quits 
! 


the elementary or high school, an average 
somewfeat less than §360. 
For pubbc 


school edncatkvn and for college, univer- 
sity, professional and technical educa- 
tion, we would pay. at the 1918 rate, 
for each individual an average of $440. 
Bat many children get very little educa- 
tkm_ The schools they attend are short, 
teachers are poorly paid, and therefore 
incompetent. Houses and equipment are 
inadequate and schools are unsatisfactory 
in many Trays. These children get much 
less than lieir share of 'the average. 


Before we can. hope to make the schools 


satisfactory and provide for our children 
the education demanded for good citizen- 
ship, for democracy and for industrial ef- 
ficiency, the government estimates we 
shall havs to spend an a-verage of not less 
than $1200 for the elementary and high 
school edncairon of each-child: for higher 
education, general, technical and profes- 
sional and for extensional education for 
those who cannot go to college or any 
other school of higher education, enough 


TO make up an average of 8300 for each 
Individual, making a total -average of 
S! 500 to he paid for the education of 
raeh. individual unit of our population. At 
tlm rate the total annual oxpenditnros for 
education would be approximately throe 
and one-qnartnr billion dollars, whereas 
the total in 1918 was less than one bil- 
lion dollars. 


This amount seems large. 
Can we af- 


ford it? The total wealth of the United 
States is approximately §300.000.000.- 
tiQO: the total annual income about $70.- 
000.000,000: both are increasing rapid- 
ly. 
Neither one per cent of our total 


capital •wealth or four and one-half per 
cent of our animal income should be 
con- 


sidered too much to pay for the educa- 
tion of our children for eitizenship. for 
making a living, and for the individual 
, 


happiness that can come only to those 
whose minds and bodies have been pro- 
perly instructed and trained. 
Since the 


money paid for education is. after all. tak- 
en not from what we of this generation 
would otherwise use, bnt rather from that 
which we would leave to our children, is 
it fair and just to them to take so much 
of their nnxney for their education? "Would 
it pay them as an investment" 


At 21 years old the life expectancy is 


nearly 45- years: that is. those who are 
alive at 21 years live to an average of 05 
years, and will have an average of 4 *• 
years of life, all productive years, if they 
have, been so taught and trained as to en- 
able them to preserve their health and 
strength. The $1500 paid for thc edu- 
cation of the individual spread over 44 
vears for payment, is less than $35 a 
year. 
The investment problem resolves 


itself, therefore, into this simple question : 
"Will the average man and woman with 
such education and training as could be 
given at a cost of $1500. produce $35 a 
yoar more than they would without any 
education, or training of the schools, and 
living in a society of illiterates without 
training or skill except such as might be 
gained by their untrained, undirected ef- 
forts?

But, in addition to 
these diplomatic and commercial in- 
gredients wjiich go into the making 
of all wars, Greece is said to be sus- 
tained by a genuine popular faith in 
a great Greek empire. Although there 
are undercurrents of popular opposi- 
tion to the war, 
the typical Greek, 


who has been starved and ruined by 
war. is still willing to go on fighting 
for his dream of a greater Greece. He 
has not shared the great disillusion- 
ment which was brought to the west- 
ern world. 


The Allied PoHcy 


To understand the part played by 


the Allies in bringing- about the pres- 
ent situation 
in Greece 
one must 


glance back to the 19th century his- 
tory-. Since in 1854 Great Britain and 
France fought 
with Turkey against 


Russia they have remained united on 
ono principle in thc Balkan question. 
Neither power 
would 
allow cither 


Rupsia or Germany to get command 
of Constantinople and the "Dardanelles, 
because these places exercise strategic 
command over the routes to Asia 
Minor, "India, and the Far East. Rus- 
sia and Germany now being disposed 
of, the Allied statesmen feel the need 
of a stable Balkan country to prevent 
any now attempts at 
interference. 


By the Treaty of Sevres, Greece has 
annexed almost all of European Tur- 


rained to fight on for the Greek Em- 
pire, which for the first time seems 
within their graap. It is this de- 
termination to pursue a war for Great- 
er Grefco in spite of ita ruinous ef- 
fects on Liittlo Greece, In spito of the 
discontent and suffering at home, that 
strikes the westerner aa incongruous. 


Greec has been at war continuously 


since 1912. Wen who were boys of 
20 in that war are now nearing 30 
without having done a stroke of pro- 
ductive -work. In the central region 
of the mainland, that region famous 
for its green valleys and fertile olive 
groves, the most prosperous section of 
a Greece that is by no means all so 
fertile, the olives fall unpicked to rot 
upon the ground. The ceaseless drain 
of men by war has been responsible. 
.From the little villages go forth re- 
luctantly the peasants, casting a 
backward melancholy eye upon the 
deserted farms. 
A Financial Mystery

of men. No one appears to know just

There is one little point about this 


that never fails to stir the interest of 
the most languid, although it seems 
to be something wholly unknown in 
the United States. 


According to the resident American 


here the work of the public offices 
has suffered greatly since they passed 
into the hands of Filipinos. Nothing 
is done right here tliat is not done by 
an American, from mixing: a cocktail 
to collecting revenues. Therefore the 
bright radiant hope in the American 
quarter now is that the new Gover- 
nor General when he arrives will turn 
the Filipinos out and turn deserving 
Americans in. 


For the present condition as to the 


offices Governor General Harrison is 
blamed.
